THE M EANS TO THE END 
R uth H arris, D irector of Education, of the 
B oard of Education, St. Louis, w rites me a long 
and infoim ativc le tte r tha t is ol real value in any 
appraisal of the ideas of the b etter-tra in e d edu­ 
cators of this country. 
It is for this reason tha t I choose to share w ith 
you a paragraph from her le tte r w hich I think 
sta te s 
the case for m any educators: 
. . 
T his phrase (W e teach the child, not 
the sub ject.) m eans tha t the teacher is supposed 
first to know and understand the children whom 
she is teaching. She is instructed to learn of their 
homes, 
neighb orhoods, 
and 
com m unity 
b ack­ 
grounds, She is supposed to use m any different 
techniques in ord er to discover the n atu re of the 
needs of her class. A fter analyzing the b asic needs 
she is called upon to use su b ject-m atter as a 
m eans tc an end, the end b eing th^ type of Dem o­ 
cratic citizen w hich we desire for our society. 
From 
this point of view it is tru e tha t we teach 
the child, 
and the su b ject-m atter b ecomes sub ­ 
servient to this end. 
. . . ” 
W hat is the type of D em ocratic citizen w hich 
we desire for our society? 
F irst of all, who is the "w e"? 
Is it the Repub lican P a rty, the C.I.O., the 
Rom an C atholic C hurch, the D em ocratic P arty, 
the Ku Klux Klan, the Council for Judaism , 
Jehovah’s W itnesses? W ho is the w e? 
This is a very im portant question to ask, for 
we are not a m onolithic society. This is a very 
m ixed society of num erous religious sects, of 
varieties of racial and nationality groupings, of 
different political parties. Is the school to tw ist 
history, as som e New D eal historians have done, 
or is it to b e revisionistic, like Dr. H arry E lm er 
B arnes? Is the school to recognizze tha t our in­ 
stitu tion s are b ased on the Judaic-C hristian civil 
ization and therefore m ust provide Bib le teach­ 
ing from the earliest grades or is it to b e secular 
istic and reject the Bib le b ut to teach the chil­ 
dren D arw in, Huxley, M arx, Engels, Lenin as the 
b asic leaders of our thinking? 
The m om ent the student goes to school for 
reasons othe r than to b e b rought in contact w ith 
the rudim ents of intellectual disciplines, is he to 
b e propagandized in a particu la r direction to ad 
just him to b e a particu la r kind of citizen? Then 
we m ust call for a series of definitions w hich have 
never b een defined in the U nited S tates. 
F or instance, the phrase, "D em ocratic citizen’ 
m eans 
w hat? 
Frankl>, 
I 
cannot 
define 
that 
phrase. To me, it m eans nothing. In the U nited 
S tates, a citizen is defined b y the C onstitution as 
follows: 
"All persons b orn or naturalized in the U n it­ 
ed S tates, and sub ject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
are citizens of the U nited S tates and of the S tate 
w herein they reside. . . . ” 
The citizen was b orn in the country or he was 
naturalized b y law. The C onstitution guarantees 
a Repub lican form of governm ent: 
"The U nited S tates shall guarantee to every 
S ta te tn this Union a Repub lican Form of Gov­ 
ernm ent. . . . ” 
It does not guarantee any other form of gov­ 
ernm ent. But w ords can b e tw isters and one need 
not b e too tight 
ab out sem antics. W hat m ost 
A m ericans loosely m ean b y a D em ocracy is a 
governm ent chosen b y the people at an election 
and not one that is captured b y an individual or 
a party or an oligarchy. 
But w hat kind of a citizen m ust a person b e 
in such a governm ent?

FARMING A UTILITY? 
A dominating fact in any realistic discus­ 
sion of farm policy is that farm technolog y 
has allowed production to outrun consump­ 
tion. In his new book, “ Farm Prices, My th 
and Reality ,” Prof. Willard W. Cochrane 
of the Univ ersity of Minnesota writes: “ Too 
much production in each peacetime y ear 
since 19 4 8 , the capacity to produce too 
much currently , and the promise of too 
much in the foreseeable future hav e made 
a shambles of ag ricultural price and incoma 
policy in the United States.” 
Professor Cochrane speaks of the ad­ 
v ance in farm technolog y as “ a monster on 
the loose, which politicians and administra­ 
tors despair of taming .” 
He thinks the 
monster could be tamed if the g reat ma­ 
jority of commercial farmers would ag ree 
to a sy stem of production and marketing 
controls like those in the sug ar industry . 
It is Cochrane’s belief that the American 
people are tired of pay ing the multi-billion- 
dollar annual costs of farm price and in­ 
come supports. If supports are abandoned, 
he notes, farmers will be faced with two 
basic alternativ es—a free market, or some ] c r a tic c itiz r n ,’ 
form of market supply controls.
